r  I ^HIS  BIBLIOGRAPHY  is  intended  to  be  a  guide  in  the  purchase  of 
books  on  worship,  and  books  containing  the  most  important  worship 
materials.  The  notes  on  the  books  may  be  helpful  in  determining  which 
books  you  will  buy  and  which  should  have  priority  in  your  library. 
Some  of  the  books  we  recommend  here  contain  comprehensive  bibliog¬ 
raphies  also,  which  may  lead  the  reader  farther  afield.  Those  books 
which  in  the  reviewer’s  opinion  constitute  a  minimum  for  the  library 
of  a  rural  missionary  or  pastor  are  marked  with  an  asterisk.  Start  with 
the  (*)  starred  books,  and  buy  and  read  as  rapidly  as  you  are  able. 
Most  of  these  books  can  be  obtained  from  the  various  denominational 
publishing  houses.  The  entire  list  should  be  available  in  the  libraries  of 
theological  seminaries  or  training  schools  where  English  is  read. 

New  books,  or  books  which  should  be  on  this  list  and  are  not,  should 
be  reported  to  the  compiler  of  this  bibliography  so  that  they  may  be 
included  in  future  lists,  whether  in  English  or  other  languages.  He  will 
appreciate  having  new  books  produced  anywhere  in  the  world  sent  to 
him,  so  that  they  may  be  reviewed  and  shared  with  the  rural  churches 
of  the  rest  of  the  world.
